Red Cross In Move To 
Aid Sufferers 
In Southern Famine

survey of famine conditions in the 
South was ordered today by the 
Red Cross following a conference 
w ith the U nited S tates Public 
H ealth service. 
As soon as the needs of the 
pellegra-ridden territo ry are de­ 
term ined, the two organizations 
will rush food, m edicines and doc­ 
tors to fhe district, Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Cumming of the health ser­ 
vice and Dr. Livingstone Farrand 
of the Red Cross stated. 
Unofficial reports to both or­ 
ganizations place the num ber of 
sufferers at m ore than 100,000. 
Fatalities will run betw een 5000 
and 10,000, the health service was 
told.

The new tax bill, members of the committee admit, must 
raise at least $3,500,000,000. 
This represents a reduction of 
only about $500,000,000 from the present taxis. 
lour steps seemed certain as the committee met to begin 
hearings: 
The excess profits taxes will be repealed.

The higher surtax rates will be reduced. 
Some of the more annoying and petty consumption taxes 
will be repealed. 
There will be no sales tax. 
Some tax to replace the excess profits levy must be found, 
and it probably will be a flat I 5 per cent tax on the earnings of 
corporations.

Only quick action by relief com­ 
missions can prevent the mortality 
totals from reaching staggering fig­ 
ures, he said. 
F ilth Adds to H orror. 
Miliukoff pictured thousands, weak­ 
ened by hunger, lying in filthy huts, 
awaiting death. 
Most of the animals have been 
killed and used for food, he asserted. 
Fields have been combed for the last 
grain. 
A merciless sun is beating 
down, taking away even the hope of 
fair crops this fall. 
The vast Russian steppes, once 
swarming with Asiatic invaders are 
again covered with moving hordes, 
he said. 
These Russians are emi­ 
grating in the hope of finding food. 
Wagons and cars,

by dingy canopies of sacking to pro­ 
tect the starving ones within, creak 
along hot and dusty roads in cara­ 
vans, the plodding figures which lead

YOSEMITE, 
July 26 — In the 
hope of finding glacial records which 
will enable scienUsts to read the his­ 
tory of the W est in much more an­ 
cient days than they have been able 
to do hitherto, P. E. Matthes of the 
United States geological survey left 
here today, equipped with a large 
pack train, to explore the crest of 
the Sierra Nevada as far south as 
King’s River canyan 
So far, scientists have been able 
to determine only 
that 
the Rocky 
Mountain and Sierra Nevada coun­ 
try was invaded twice by ice. 
In 
the M ississippi valley, the Eastern 
states and Canada, there are distinct 
records of at least five glacial floods. 
One result of Dr. M atthes’ trip may 
be the discovery of data which w ill 
prove that the earlier ice invasion 
in the W est in reality was two or 
more Invasions, thereby establishing 
the contemporaneousness of the gla­ 
cial epochs over 
the 
entire North 
American continent 
Splendidly Equipped 
Pew men are better equipped for 
such study than the geologist who 
left Yosemite today. 
He mapped 
Yosemite valley for the geological 
survey and did much work on Grand 
Canyon, Ranier and Glacier National 
parkB. 
When Albert 
of 
Belgium 
visited Yosemite with his queen, Dr. 
Matthes was chosen to accompany 
them and explain the geological his­ 
tory of this park, which is recogniz­ 
ed as one of the most fascinating 
riddles ever solved by science. 
He 
was made a chevalier of the Order 
of Leopold II by King Albert. He is 
best known, however, for formulat­ 
ing the accepted theory of the for­ 
mation of Yosemite valley, which he 
is going to test by his observations 
on this trip, and which is expressed 
in the non-technical language of the 
official government guide book as 
follows: 
“After the visitor 
has 
recovered 
from his first shock of astonishment 
—for it Is no less—at the beauty of 
the valley, inevitably 
he 
wonders 
how nature made it. 
How did it 
happen that walls so enormous rose 
so nearly perpendicular from so level 
a floor? 
"It will not lessen wonder to learn 
that it was water which cut in the 
solid granite of this deep valley. Or­ 
iginally the Merced flowed practi­ 
cally at the level of the canyon top. 
How long it took its waters, enore 
mous in volume then, no doubt, and 
rushing swiftly down a steep-pitched 
course, to scrape out this canyon 
with its tools of sand and rock, no 
man can guess. 
And, as it cut the 
valley, it left the tributary streams 
sloping ever more sharply from their 
levels until eventually they poured 
over brinks as great waterfalls. 
"But geologists have determined 
by nnerring fact, that the river did 
by far the most of the work, and 
that the great glacier which follow­ 
ed the water ages afterward did lit­ 
tle more than square its corners and 
steepen its cliffs. 
It may have in­ 
creased the depth from several hun­ 
dred to a thousand feet, not more.” 
To Test Theory 
It is to test out this theory that 
Dr- M atthes is climbing the crest of 
the 
jagged 
Sierra 
Nevada range, 
reading the story of the rocks as he 
goes. 
“I want to make 
a 
comparative 
stndy of the Yosemite, Hetch Hetchy 
and Tehepite valleys, and of Kings 
River canyon,” he said. 
“All of 
them are Yosemites in form, charae- 
I tor and mode of origin. 
A second­ 
ary object, which It is more difficult 
to explain to the public, is that I 
want to study the San Joaquin and 
Kings River basins to verify my con­ 
clusions as to the successive stages 
of erosion in the Merced and Tuol­ 
umne Canyons 
and 
Yosemite and 
Hetch Hetchy valleys, prior to the 
advent of the ice. 
“The southern part of the Sierra 
Nevada Is the highest part. 
Conse­ 
quently the streams there have cut 
much deeper than they have in the 
northern part and it should be pos­ 
sible to read the erosional record on 
the stream walls 
on 
a 
magnified 
I scale, thousands 
of 
feet perhaps, 
I where the record here covers only 
hundreds. 
I 
“Also, I wish to look for evidence 
' of still carlie* ice invasions in the 
West than have been determined by 
science up to now. We know of two 
invasions. 
The later one left a re­ 
cord which Is plain and unmistak­ 
able. 
The autograph of the earlier 
one is mixed, confused. 
It may be 
that the first record is the work of 
two glaciers instead of erne, perhaps 
more than two, and that they 
were 
contemporaneous with the glacial in­ 
vasions of the other portions of the 
continent, of which we know of five. 
The last glacial invasion was com­ 
paratively recent, only about 25,000 
years ago. 
May Determine Epoch 
"I don’t know what records we are 
are going to find, of course, but if we 
can establish the existence of more 
than two glacial floods in the W est, 
it opens many possibilities for read­ 
ing the geological history 
of 
this 
part of the world. 
For instance, it 
might enable us to determine the ap­ 
proximate epoch when the last up­ 
ward thrust of the Sierra Nevada 
range gave us the magnificent peaks 
ip Yosemite and along 
the 
Muir 
traiL 
That thrust raised Mt. Lyell 
from a mere hill of 5000 feet to one 
of the earth’s finest spires with an 
altitude of 13,900 feet. 
It is believ­ 
ed the thrust occurred less than a 
million years ago and 
that 
belief 
will be confirmed if we discover the 
existence of more than two glacial 
floods in the W’est, for Lyell bears 
no traces of late glacial erosion and 
must have been thrust upward after 
the earlier glacial epochs.” 
Dr Matthes and his party headed 
for the little-used Fernandez pass in 
the southeast corner of Yosemite Na­ 
tional park, from where they will 
swing northward to the Devil’s Post 
Pile, thence southeastward along the 
famous John Muir trail on the crest 
of the range. 
hepite valley and Huntington Lake,

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Northward 
from 
Huntington

zer,

T hese three com munities 
dot 
a line down through as fine a 
sugar beet growing section 
as 
there is in the world. 
The soil 
is deep and rich, and with wa­ 
ter easily obtained at low pump­ 
ing cost, 
the yields here per 
acre are often remarkable. W hile 
ten tons to the acre is often the 
average 
for a sugar factory’s 
acreage, this section grows ton­ 
nage up to twenty-five or even 
thirty-five tons to the acre. 
Lima beans are planted here 
extensively 
as 
rotation crop 
with beets. 
There is always 
a few 
more 
acres to celery, a 
vegetable that fifteen years ago 
held the lead in the lowlands 
section. 
Sugar 
beets 
have 
proven more stable in prices, and 
the 5600 acres that used to go 
to growing celery, is now almost 
entirely devoted to sugar beets, 
together with thousands of acres 
since 
developed 
as 
farming 
lands. 
One frequently hears of record 
yields throughout 
this section. 
Often the yield for lima beans 
here reaches 3000 pounds to the 
acre. 
Potatoes 
with 
some 
farmers are an every-year crop. 
For nearly 
tw enty years 
a 
large area of lowlands to the 
w est of Smeltzer and W inters­ 
burg has been used 
for 
the 
maintenance of ponds for gun 
clubs. 
These 
duck-hunting 
properties were owned largely 
by Los Angeles men. 
In the 
last tw o or three years, how­ 
ever, land became too valuable 
for gun club purposes, and most 
of the club properties are now 
being farmed. 
As in other lowlands sections 
of the county, drainage has play­ 
ed a big part in the develop­ 
ment. 
The most recent drain­ 
age project, that of the W inters­ 
burg district, in the last four 
years has greatly improved lands 
that w ere already profitably pro­ 
ductive. 
The section is served with a 
co-operative telephone system. 
t 
W hile the fame of this fertile 
section may alw ays rest upon 
its farming achievem ents, there 
looms large 
the 
possibility of 
the entire section being develop­ 
ed as an oil-bearing area. 
Hun­ 
dreds of acres in the section 
have been leased to oil compar 
nies, and arrangements are com­ 
pleted for drilling of a number 
of wells, one of the projects con­ 
cerning land adjoining W estmin­ 
ster on all four sides. 
The pro­ 
ven Huntington Beach field may 
extend northward for miles. 
Measured by population, W est­ 
m inster is the largest 
of 
the 
three communities. 
It is one 
of the oldest 
of 
the county’s , 
pioneer settlements, and has al­ 
ways held a high place in its 
standard of morals and citizen­ 
ship. 
Today, W estm inster, lo­ 
cated on the paved road from 
Santa Ana to Seal Beach and 
lion s Beach, contains a score of 
stores and shops, two churches, 
a Presbyterian and a Methodist, 
and a fine two-story brick school 
house, in which is located a hail 
for community use. 
Wintersburg and Smeltzer are 
small communities, with ware­ 
houses and stores gathered to­ 
gether. 
Each place has a paved 
road connecting it with the San­ 
ta Ana-Huntington Beach boule­ 
vard.

A tri-counties in­ 
stitution—Madera, Merced and Stan­ 
islaus—operates at $1.70 per day per 
patient, which, Mrs. Thompson said, 
is as low as can be expected. 
“My review of the three counties, 
made a few weeks ago,” said Mrs.

14 At Riverside 
Dr. Wood said there are fourteen 
tubercular 
patients

“We have three,” said Dr. Zaiser. 
"Very seldom indeed do we get a 
case that is not far advanced. There 
is a reticence on tho part of per­ 
sons about going to a county hos­ 
pital. It is hard for our health au­ 
thorities to keep in touch with those 
who need attention. We very much 
need a place where incipient cases 
of tuberculosis may be sent. 
“Persons would go to a sanitar-1 
ium where individual sleeping quar-1 
tors 
are 
provided 
when 
they 
wouldn’t go into a 
ward. A per­

spots on their lungs and have been 
cured.’’ 
Can Be Cured 
^’Tuberculosis can be cured when 
proper attention is given and 
the 
co-operation of the patient is 
se­ 
cured, and an institution of this 
kind will prove very valuable to and 
worth all it will cost our county.” 
A comparison of cost of operating 
county hospitals developed the fact 
that Orange county’s hospital is run 
at a remarkably low net cost. The 
cost is $1 per day per patient, after 
credit is allowed for the income 
from oranges, and from milk and 
other products of the farm. 
Mrs. Thompson said that the ini­ 
tial cost for a sixty-bed group of 
buildings of 
the inexpensive type 
desired would be $22,000. Including 
the cost of a site, the administra­ 
tion and nurses’ buildings, in case 
it were necessary to build them, as 
it would be necessary In case proper 
buildings were not procured with 
I the site, would be about $50,000. 
The upshot of the discussion was 
that each of the three boards inter­ 
ested is to reach some conclusion 
as to how much money it is willing 
to expend the first, year. Possibly 
nothing but a site can be bought 
this year.

Those “dull” boys and girls m ay be dull at their 


books, but they are not dull with their hands. 
Given 


alm ost any kind of manual work, they show unex­ 


pected interest, application and ability, and even ar­ 
tistic talent. 
The other children m ay be better at 
more abstract things like reading, grammar, arith­ 
metic, etc., but they are better at practical work. 
There is probably less essential difference in abil­ 
ity than most people im agine. There is less difference 
in amount of ability than in kind of ability. 
Some 
children are very capable in some things and other 
children are very capable in other things. 
Real edu­ 
cation som etimes consists in d e' eloping whatever spe­ 
cial ability there is. 
And real perception, perhaps, 
consists in getting rid of false e-tsmates of m erit, and 
valuing children and adults of different capabilities 
for what they are really worth. 
It is not necessary to make a teacher or lawyer or 
doctor out o f every child, though the old educational 
theory and m ethod seemed to a^um e that it was. I he 
community needs carpenters and m asons and pattern­ 
makers and dressmakers and weavers and other hand­ 
workers, and needs the artists who are hallw ay be­ 
tween them and the “professions,” i ust as m uch as it 
needs professional people.

FORD TAKES UP WATERWAYS 


the first time the mechanical m aneuvering was done[/ 
at so great a distance. 
The application of this new art to future warfare 
is obvious. 
If warships can be directed accurately by 
wireless, their fighting possibilities are greatly aug­ 
mented, because they can be sent against a fort or 
hostile fleet without any risk whatever to human life. 
Torpedoes can be steered in that way, and small craft 
loaded with ammunition can be used as torpedoes, and 
sharp-prowed craft can be used to ram large craft. It 
may be possible eventually to handle a battleship or 
cruiser similarly in all of its fighting operations, steer­ 
ing it and aiming and discharging its guns and torpedo 
tubes by wireless, besides using the vessel itself as a 
ram. 
The process can be appled to aircraft, too. There­ 
in, perhaps, are its greatest possibilities. Aircraft offer 
the greatest menace to warships, but air-fighting is ex­ 
tremely risky for the flyers. 
If an endless process of 
bombing planes can be sent over a hostile fleet, fly­ 
ing straight and dropping their missiles without any 
human operator to suffer fear or death, what chance 
will the warships have? 
\X e may even see battles between purely me­ 
chanical warships and purely mechanical aircraft, 
eventually, or between rival fleets of wireless-directed 
aircraft. 
That would be the logical end of present 
armament tendencies.
